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PREFACE. 


"  "While  we  eing  the  praises  of  God  in  his  cliurclies,  vre  are  employed  in  that  part 
of  -worship  which,  of  all  others,  is  the  nearest  akin  to  heaven ;  and  it  is  a  pity  that  this, 
of  all  others,  should  be  performed  the  worst  upon  earth."  So  exclaimed  the  inimitable 
Watts ;  and,  if  he  were  still  living,  he  would  perhaps  see  as  much  cause  for  regret  as 
existed  a  hundred  years  ago.  Many  things  have  conspired  to  perpetuate  habits  of 
neglect  and  misdirection ;  and  one,  not  the  least  among  them,  is,  doubtless,  the  wide 
circulation  of  insipid,  inferior  tunes.  Mere  artistic  accuracy  will  not  alone  suffice. 
Music,  like  poetry,  may  be  scrupulously  exact,  and  be  derived  from  the  highest  sources, 
and  yet  be  dull,  mefficient,  and  worthless.  It  may  have  all  the  regular  mechanism  of 
art,  and  yet  be  destitute  of  soul.  This  principle,  we  have  sometimes  felt,  is  liable  to  be 
forgotten.  Were  it  duly  impressed  upon  the  public  mind,  it  would  work  wonders  in 
the  way  of  reform. 

The  application  of  music  to  sacred  words  should  serve  to  heighten  their  interest 
and  strengthen  their  appeal.  The  music,  therefore,  should  have  some  character  of 
its  own,  some  specific  power,  some  definiteness  of  meaning.  It  should,  as  a  general  rule, 
contain  within  itself  sufficient  attraction  to  win  upon  our  susceptibilities,  dwell  in  our 
recollections,  and  associate  itself  with  our  hallowed  meditations  and  solemnities.  This 
it  ever  has  done  when  praise  has  succeeded  in  securing  its  proper  influences.  Our  older 
tunes  were  once  new  and  attractive.  Even  the  chorals,  many  of  Avhich  now  seem  anti- 
quated and  rude,  were  once  popular  melodies,  winning  their  way  into  the  very  heart 
and  soul  of  the  Christian  community.  Why  should  we  cleave  to  these,  after  their  pecu- 
liar interest  has  been  exhausted  ?  Artists  will  insist  upon  this  practice ;  but  common 
sense  and  intelligent  experience  will  certainly  demur.  Let  us  not  fail  to  profit  by 
former  examples.  Let  us  employ,  for  the  most  part,  such  melodies,  whether  old  or  new, 
as  possess  present  intrinsic  attraction. 

Melodies  for  the  church  should  indeed  be  chaste  and  simple,  arjd  not  too  difficult  of 
execution.  The  remark  applies  to  the  arrangement  of  old  tunes,  as  well  as  to  the  com- 
position of  new  ones  ;  and  its  truth,  among  respectable  compilers,  is  pretty  generally 
admitted.  But  there  is  an  extreme  in  this  direction.  Simplicity  may  be  too  artless  and 
puerile.  The  pruning  hand  may  be  too  rudely,  or  too  severely  applied.  There  is  such 
a  thing  as  chastising  creditable  productions  into  perfect  tameness  and  insipidity.  This 
often  appears  in  strains  derived  from  the  distinguished  masters.  Many  of  these,  pre- 
sented under  imposing  names,  are  miserable  failures.  Those  masters  have  given  us 
nothing  in  the  simple  form  of  psalmody;  and  when  we  undertake  to  eliminate  from 
them  such  strains  as  are  needful,  how  necessary  it  is  that  we  enter  into  the  full  meaning 


and  spirit  of  the  originals  from  which  we  draw  ?  This  is  too  seldom  done.  In  many 
instances,  for  example,  the  names  of  Mozart,  Beethoven,  and  Mendelssohn,  are  attached 
to  tunes  which,  if  those  masters  were  living,  they  would  wholly  disown. 

Another  serious  difficulty  in  procuring  melodies  for  the  church,  is  encountered 
through  the  wide  prevalence  of  unfortunate  mental  associations.  Those  Christians  who 
think  it  right  to  derive  all  their  notions  of  good  music  from  the  concert-room  and  the 
opera,  (which  render  common-place,  by  endless  repetitions,  the  most  attractive  features 
of  melody,  and  harmony,  and  rhythm,)  may  very  naturally  wish  for  something  in  the 
opposite  extreme  to  aid  their  devotions — something  which  will  be  far  from  bringing 
associations  of  gaiety  to  mind.  They  need  something  which  most  persons  cannot  enjoy. 
Others,  less  initiated  in  these  walks  of  refinement,  would  bring  the  veritable  strains  of 
the  drama  into  the  solemn  service :  and  others  still  would  be  ready,  in  their  simplicity, 
to  serve  us  with  the  offings  of  the  theatre  and  the  ale-house.  The  faithful,  intelligent 
compiler  will  avoid  such  extremes,  and  endeavor,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  steer  clear  of 
irrelevant  and  fortuitous  associations.  This  demands  study,  experience,  and  careful 
investigation,  especially  as  there  are  some  tunes  of  an  unfortunate  caste,  which  have 
gained  such  a  hold  upon  the  community  as  not  to  be  easily  withdrawn. 

But  the  greatest  difficulty  of  all  is,  to  furnish  in  the  best  manner  the  countless 
varieties  of  musical  adaptation  which  are  called  for  by  the  varied  sentiment,  and  the 
diversified  structure  of  hundreds  of  hymns  that  are  in  circulation.  Many  a  book  con- 
taining attractive  melodies  is  here  deficient.  The  deficiency  is  a  grievous  one;  and 
one  not  to  be  supplied  by  the  compiler  without  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  char- 
acteristics of  hymnology.  He  must  study  this  subject  in  earnest,  or  he  will  surely  be 
at  fault. 

With  such  sentiments  as  these,  the  author  of  the  present  volume  has  for  the  last 
three  years  been  laboriously  preparing  materials  for  its  pages.  How  he  has  succeeded 
must  be  left  to  the  decision  of  others.  His  occupation  has  been  a  delightful  one ;  and, 
under  many  advantages,  he  has  given  his  best  time  and  thoughts  to  the  subject.  Artists 
of  the  secular  school  may  sometimes  carp  at  his  pages  ;  but  his  appeal  is  to  the  special 
lovers  of  religious  song :  and  if  they  enjoy  as  much  in  the  perusal  of  the  book  as  he  has 
in  preparing  it,  he  will  not  have  labored  in  vain.  Many  thanks  are  due  to  kind  con- 
tributors, and  especially  to  his  former  associate,  Ma,  Beadbuey,  whose  favors  have  been 
most  liberal  and  gratifying. 


CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  MUSIC. 


Luther  speaks  of  music  as  "  a  glorious  gift  of  God  "  "  The  notes,"  he  says,  give  life  to  the 
text.'-  "  Jn  the  singing  of  p&alrns,"  says  an  old  English  writer,  "  we  should  respect  the  matter  niore 
than  the  tune  or  music  ,  and  use  the  tune  only  as  a  means  to  stir  up  and  increase  gpod  medita- 
tions and  affections  in  our  souls  "  This  idea  is  quite  in  accordance  with  the  teachings  oi  the  Bible, 
and  It  is  tne  precise  one  by  which  we  have  been  guided  m  the  preparation  of  this  volume.  We 
have  examined  with  much  attention  the  various  characteristics  of  the  hymns  in  circulation,  and 
have  studied  to  supjily  them  with  the  best  musical  adaptations.  The  words,  we  trust,  will  by  this 
means  be  the  more  impressive  for  being  sung.  They  will,  in  one  important  respect,  al.so  become 
true  mterpreters  of  the  music,  pointing  out  the  character  of  the  movement,  and  of  the  expiession. 
We  shall,  however,  present  a  few  brief  remarks  upon  some  of  the  more  important  classes  of 
tunes 

1.  The  simplest  strains  of  Church  Music  are  the  Chants.  Here,  througl^  the  Cadences,  as  well 
as  m  the  Recitations,  the  words  are  to  be  distinctly  and  effectively  spoken.  A  good  impressive 
delivery  of  the  text  is  the  highest  excellence  to  be  attained. 

2.  The  simplest  specimens  of  Psalmody  are  the  plain  Chorals  of  the  sixteenth  century,  with 
their  later  imitations.  Having  lost  irrecoverably,  their  character  as  popular  melodies,  they  are 
now  clothed  in  plain  harmony,  which  usually  requires  a  slow  movement.  Most  of  those  in  general 
use  are  iii  the  major  scale  Of  these,  some  are  of  a  more  quiet,  and  others  of  a  more  spirited  cha- 
racter. We  allude  on  the  one  hand,  to  such  tunes  as  Old  Hundred,  Dundee,  and  Dort,  and  on  the 
other,  to  such  as  Lutkeys  Hymn,  Moravian  Hymn,  St.  Ann's,  and  Doomsday.  Such  tunes  embrace 
considerable  variety  in  movement  and  general  character,  and  are  mostly  appropriate  to  words 
which  admit  of  a  slow,  delibeiale  utterance. 

3.  A  second  class  may  be  described  as  resembling  Chorals  m  general  structure,  but  embracing 
short  passages  of  popular  melody  ot  a  mprked  character,  ifaran,  page  70 ,  Z,?<z,  76 ;  Elam,  103; 
Mystery,  129  ,  Ulai,  137 ,  and  linikes.  149  ,  are  of  this  class.  Thev  require  more  delicacy  in  perform- 
ance than  plain  Chorals,  and  in  general,  perhaps,  may  prove  more  effective. 

4.  A  third  class  of  tunes  may  be  characterized  as  Chorals  with  limited,  chaste,  melodic  varia- 
tions. Tho.se  of  a  more  quiet  character  are  such  as  Edinburgh,  pap;e  60  ,  and  Zerod,  184.  Haslrt 
61  .  "  Thrmisrh  sorrow's  ni^kt."  99  ;  Atvortfi,  102 ;  and  Anisworth  and  Mount  Hor,  207 ;  are  of  a  more 
stirring  character,  and  of  a  livelier  movement.  —

7.  A  sixth  class,  equally  numerous,  possess  similar  characteristics  which  are  less  uniform,  and 
less  distinctly  marked.  They  might,  however,  without  impropriety  be  denominated  speaking  melo- 
dies. Of  this  general  description,  such  tunes  as  Blessington,  b\  ;  Bcmjic nice,  81  ,  Armstrong,  85 , 
Burder,  110;  Arcadia,  112;  Battavta,  91 ,  Torringfoid,  93  ,  Cullodeti,  175;  Latour,  106,  and  Hemans, 
215  ;  may  serve  as  specimens  A  few  of  this  class  allow  of  considerable  variety  in  the  style  of  ex- 
ecution. The  last  two  tunes,  Latour  and  Hemans,  for  example,  may  be  rendered  either  bold  or 
plaintive  in  their  style,  by  rhythmic  or  dynamic  changes. 

8.  Tunes  in  sextuple  time  embrace  great  varieties  m  movement.  Those  of  a  more  vivacious 
character  are  designated  by  a  dotted  figure  six.  Others  are  slower,  requiring  six  beats  in  a  mea- 
sure, counted  more  or  less  deliberately.  Of  the  one  description,  see  Bosworth,  page  78,  Parsons, 
90  ;  Villa,  150  ;  Carson,  167  ,  Ogilvie,  181  ,  Bremen,  182  ,  Martyn,  204.  Of  the  other,  see  Retreat,  57  , 
Closing  Hour,  60  ,  "  How  calm  and  beautiful,"  183  ;  "  Oft  as  sorrows,"  210  ,  and  Aubrey,  215. 

Movements  m  sextuple  time  are  often  misinterpreted.  Ortonville,  for  example,  a  buoyant,  out- 
speaking melody,  has  been  treated  like  a  tUili,  hackneyed  choral.  Sextuple  movements  should 
not,  on  the  one  hand,  be  so  ra{)id  as  to  savoi  of  ligntness  ,  nor  on  the  other,  so  slow  as  to  render 
the  cadences  heavy  and  protracted.  Perhaps,  the  safest  guide  will  be  here,  as  in  other  cases,  an 
effective  utterance  of  the  words. 

9.  Triple  measure  is  scarcely  less  varied.  Such  tunes  as  Avignon.,  52  ;  Eastport.  103  ,  Delight, 
108  ;  Libnah,  203  ;  Hawes,  204  ;  Arcot,  208  ;  are  of  a  vivacious  type,  and  should  De  made  to  resemble 
some  of  the  flowing  movements  in  sextuple  time.  On  the  other  hand,  such  tunes  as  "  Softly  the 
shade,"  St.  Edrnmid's,  Psnlm  116,  and  Ellisburgh,  admit  of  no  other  than  a  giave,  legato  movement, 
with  a  gentle  and  tender  expression. 

But  not  to  enlarge  on  these  important  distinctions,  most  of  the  tunes  will  reveal  their  own 
characteristics  to  the  intelligent  teacher  A  small  number  only,  such  as  Beethoven,  64  ,  Cremona, 
127  .  and  Tribunal,  129;  are  introduced  as  fit  objects  of  study.  Kiglitly  inlerpieled,  they  appear  as 
perfect  gems. 

The  foregoing  classification  is  rather  limited  and  partial,  but  much  advantage  may  be  derived 
from  it,  we  trust,  bv  a  careful  comparison  of  tunes  in  the  ouier  suggested  We  might  also  have 
referred  to  many  beautiful  tunes  m  the  minor  .scale,  as  weh  woilliy  of  ritteniion  ,  and  we  might 
have  spoken  of  the  advantages  of  congregational  singing  m  connexion  with  an  efllic.ient  choir. 
This  last  topic  is  discussad  at  some  length  in  a  little  work  we  have  just  issued  on  the  subjettof 
"  Sacred  Praise, '  to  which  the  reader  is  respectfully  referred 

Of  the  larger  and  more  elaborate  pieces  found  in  this  collection.  little  need  here  be  said.  The 
sriecimens  are  copious  and  sufficiently  varied  ;  and.  as  the  words  set  to  the  music  are  not  transfer- 
able, they  vvill  suffice  to  help  out  the  interpretation.  The  Introits  and  shorter  Anthems  are 
intended  as  introductory  pieces  in  public  worship.  The  more  labored  pieces  may  serve  for  special 
occasions.  A  very  few.  such  as  the  Fugue,  the  Old  Anthem,  and  the  MnWerte  "  Come  Pilgrim," 
may  properly  be  regarded,  like  the  miscellaneous  pieces  at  the  close  of  the  Rudiments,  as  exer- 
cises for  practice,  or  as  occasional  supnlies  of  concert  music  These  pieces,  however,  are  all  of  a 
grave  cast,  not  intended  for  mere  amusement,  or  artistic  display.  We  could  have  wished,  m  a 
few  instances,  to  have  presented  the  older  pieces  in  a  form  less  condensed,  but  this  would  have 
swelled  the  volume  to  an  inconvenient  size.  The  pieces  in  general  will  be  quite  legible,  and  we 
trust  that  in  this  form  they  will  be  entertained  as  pleasant  acquaintances  This  peculiar  feature 
of  the  work  we  trust  will  be  satisfactory,  and  add  materially  to  the  interest  of  the  volume.

The  proportional  length  of  duration  is  that  of  one  to  two  in  the  order  just 
mentioned  ;  that  is,  one  whole  note  is  equal  to  two  half-notes,  one  half-note 
is  equal  to  two  quarter-notes,  &;c. 

Times  of  silence  are  measured,  as  well  as  those  of  sound ;  and  for  this 
purpose,  there  is  an  equal  number  of  characters  bearing  the  same  propor- 
tions  and  names.

Time,  with  respect  (o  the  measures,  is  designated  by  large  figures  placed 
at  the  commencement  of  a  tune  or  strain  ;  indicating  for  the  most  part  frac- 
tional portions  of  the  whole  note,  thus:  |,  |,  &c.,  indicate  four  quarter  notes, 
four  eighth  notes,  &c.,  in  a  measure.  The  upper  figure  is  the  numerator, 
giving  the  number  of  times  or  beats  in  a  measure,  and  the  lower  figure  is 
the  denominator,  showing  what  kind  of  note  has  the  value  of  a  beat.^  This 
subject  will  be  sufficiently  illustrated  in  the  following  exercises  upon  the 
scale,  commencing  as  heretofore  with  the  syllable  Do.

When  the  movement  in  sextuple  measure  becomes  rapid,  three  times  or 
beats  are  given  to  each  motion  of  the  hand,  thus : 


In  the  latter  case  we  shall  give  in  this  work  a  specific  sign,  by  crossing 
the  figure  6  thus,  -6-. 

Other  kinds  of  measure,  such  as  §5  ^,  &c.,  seldom  occur  in  church 
music,  and  their  nature  will  be  sufficiently  obvious  by  the  foregoing  re- 
marks and  illustrations. 

Accent  is  a  stress  of  voice  applied  to  certain  parts  or  subdivisions  of  the 
measures.  In  double  and  triple  measure  the  principal  accent  falls  imme- 
diately  over  the  bar  at  the  downward  motion  of  the  hand.  In  quadruple 
measure  it  falls  on  the  first  and  third  beats,  and  in  sextuple  measure,  on 
the  first  and  fourth  beats. 

When  two  or  three  notes  are  taken  to  a  beat,  the  first  is  stronger  than 
those  which  follow  it.      The  computation  is  reckoned  by  pairs  or  triplets. 

Notes  are  said  to  be  Syncopated  when  the  longer  ones  occupy  unusual 
places  in  reference  to  the  shorter:

SECTION   III.— OF  THE  NATURAL   SCALE,  AND  ITS 
TRANSPOSITIONS. 

The  Octave,  consisting  of  eight  primary  sounds,  as  written  upon  the  ordi- 
nary Staff  of  five  lines,  is  the  foundation  of  all  melody.  The  first  of  these 
sounds  is  called  a  Key.

These  sounds  rise  and  fall  at  unequal  distances,  called  Tones  and  Semi- 
tones.* But  as  the  staff  marks  to  the  eye  no  other  than  equal  degrees, 
additional  characters  are  employed  to  supply  this  deficiency.  These  are 
Clefs,  the  first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet,  and  Flats,  Sharps,  and  Na- 
turals. The  letters  give  names  to  the  lines  and  spaces  of  the  staff,  and 
the  clefs  show  the  manner  of  their  application."]* 

The  F  clef  designates  the  Base  staff,  and  occupies  the  fourth  line.  The 
G  clef  is  used  for  Treble  and  Tenor,  and  occupies  the  second  line.

The  treble  here  begins  with  the  highest  note  of  the  base,  and  carries  the 
melody  an  octave  higher.  But  when  the  tenor  voice  is  applied  to  the  treble 
clef,  the  sounds  are  sung  in  unison  with  the  base  j  i.  e.,  one  octave  lower 
than  that  of  the  treble. 

The  semitones  in  the  above  scale  lie  between  E  and  F,  and  B  and  C. 
Between  the  other  letters  are  tones. 

The  voice,  as  we  have  seen,  is  governed  by  arbitrary  syllables ;  the  same 
syllables,  relatively  speaking,  always  bringing  the  same  sounds  to  mind. 
The  two  semitones  of  the  scale  occur  between  mi  and  jTa,  and  si  and  do. 

The  above  scale,  commencing  with  do  on  C,  is  called  Natural,  When 
do  commences  elsewhere  in  the  staff,  the  change  is  called  Transposition. 

Flats  (fj)  and  Sharps  (^)  are  signs  of  transposition,  placed  at  the  clef, 
where  they  form  the  Signature.

Without  entering  deeply  into  the  nature  of  scales  as  systems  of  tones  and 
semitones,  it  may  here  suffice  to  give  rules  for  the  government  of  the  syl- 
lables. 

L  The  flat,  or  (where  there  is  more  than  one)  the  last  flat  governs  the 
syllable  fa  ;  and  the  other  syllables  are  determined  accordingly.

SECTION  lY.— OF  ACCIDENTALS. 

The  voice,  by  practice,  as  we  have  seen,  acquires  the  habit  of  governing 
the  sounds  entirely  by  the  names  of  the  music-syllables,  so  that  the  right 
name  suggests  the  right  sound,  and  the  wrong  name  the  wrong  sound. 

But  in  the  course  of  a  tune  the  order  of  the  tones  and  semitones  is  occa- 
sionally changed  ;  in  which  case  a  flat,  sharp,  or  natural,  is  applied  to  sounds

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which  are  to  be  altered  in  pitch  ;  and  some  kind  of  alteration  must  generally 
be  made  in  the  music  syllables. 

A  flat  set  before  a  note  requires  it  to  be  sung  a  semitone  lower  than  in 
the  natural  scale.  The  syllable  applied  in  this  case  may  be  so  altered  as 
to  end  with  the  long  sound  of  the  letter  a  ;  thus,  si  becomes  say  ;  mi  be- 
comes may  ;  la  becomes  lay,  &c. 

A  sharp  set  before  a  note  requires  it,  on  the  contrary,  to  be  sung  a  semi- 
tone higher,  while  the  syllable  applied  may  be  so  altered  as  to  end  with 
that  sound  of  the  letter  i,  which  is  like  ee  ;  thus  do  becomes  di,  re  becomes 
ri,  fa  becomes  Ji,  sol  becomes  si,  &c.

The  natural  is  used  either  to  remove  the  effect  of  some  flat  or  sharp  that 
had  just  occurred,  in  which  case  the  proper  syllable  must  be  restored,  or  it 
serves  to  counteract  some  flat  or  sharp  of  the  signature.  (See  Section  III.) 
In  the  latter  case  the  syllables  must  be  altered  so  as  to  end  in  ay,  where  the 
sound  is  to  be  lowered ;  or  in  i,  like  ee,  where  it  is  to  be  raised.

A  flat  or  sharp,  when  nothing  appears  to  counteract  it,  has  influence 
through  the  measure  ;  and  when  one  measure  ends  and  another  begins  with 
the  same  sound,  the  influence  is  not  limited  by  the  single  bar.*

Flats,  sharps,  or  naturals,  occurring  in  the  midst  of  a  strain,  in  the  ways 
above  mentioned,  are  called  accidentals;  and  music  where  they  frequently 
occur  is  said  to  be  chromatic. 

In  the  practice  of  chromatic  passages,  much  advantage  will  ultimately  be 
gained  by  applying  different  classes  of  syllables  which  requires  the  same 
sound:  yet  not  till  the  pupils  have  made  considerable  progress  in  sol- 
mization.

*  They  are  not  used  in  this  collection.     The  small  notes  serve  in  passages  for  instru- 
ments, or  for  the  voice,  which  may  be  smig  or  omitted. 
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The  Brace  inclucles  different  parts  of  a  tune  which  are  sung  together, 
as  Treble,  Base,  Tenor,  (fee. 

The  Double  Bar  marks  the  end  of  a  strain. 

The  Close  is  used  by  some  authors  to  show  the  end  of  a  tune. 

The  Repeat  shows  that  a  certain  passage  is  to  be  sung  twice  during  the 
single  performance  of  a  tune.* 

The  Pause,  sometimes  called  the  Hold,  leaves  the  time  of  a  note  or  rest 
al  the  pleasure  of  the  performer.f 

The  Figure  Three  reduces  the  time  of  any  three  notes  to  that  of  two  of 
the  same  name  ;  as  three  crotchets  to  two  crotchets,  &c. 

Choosing  Notes  allow  the  performer  to  make  his  own  selection,  but  not  to 
sing  more  than  the  value  of  the  measure.:}: 

Marks  of  Distinction  show  that  the  sounds  of  notes  are  to  be  shortened  as 
if  small  rests  were  placed  between  them.  Sometimes  the  Dot  is  used  for  a 
similar  purpose. 

The  Slur  includes  such  notes  as  belong  to  one  syllable.  Joining  the 
hooks  of  quavers,  semiquavers,  dec,  answers  the  same  purpose  as  a 
slur. 

The  mark  Crescendo,  requires  a  gradual  increase  in  loudness  of  voice ; 
the  mark  Diminuendo,  a  gradual  decrease  in  loudness. 

The  Swell  requires  a  gradual  increase  of  voice,  followed  by  a  gradual 
diminish. 

Appoggiatures  borrow  their  time  from  the  large  notes  which  follow  them  ; 
After-Notes  borrow  theirs  from  the  large  notes  which  precede  them.  See 
Examples. 

Abbreviations  are  of  various  kinds,  chiefly  used  in  instrumental  music. 
We  have  given  but  a  single  example. 


*  The  numbers  1,  2,  or  the  clause  1st  time,  2d  time  are  often  applied  to  two  little 
clauses,  the  one  to  be  sung  before  repeating,  the  other  afterwards. 
+  It  sometimes  merely  marks  the  end  of  a  line  or  passage. 
I  Two  distinct  parts  are  often  placed  on  the  same  staff  ia  the  form  of  Choosing  Notes. 


SECTION  YL— OF  KEYS,  MAJOR  AND   MINOR  SCALES- 

The  first  note  of  the  ascending  or  descending  octave,  as  we  have  said,  is 
called  a  Key.  In  the  natural  scale  of  the  octave,  beginning  with  C,  for 
example,  the  key  is  found  in  all  the  lines  or  spaces  where  that  letter  occurs.

This  octave,  having  the  semitones  between  the  third  and  fourth,  and  the 
seventh  and  eighth  degrees,  the  scale  is  said  to  be  Major.  The  last  example, 
therefore,  presents  us  with  the  Natural  Major  Scale  in  the  Key  of  C. 

The  scale,  as  we  have  shown  in  Section  III.,  may  be  variously  trans- 
posed ;  yet  in  all  the  transpositions  it  is  still  the  Major,  and  the  key  is  with 
the  syllable  do. 

But  by  a  different  arrangement  of  tones  and  semitones  in  the  octave, 
another  scale  is  formed,  called  Minor,  which  has  also  an  equal  number 
of  transpositions. 

The  minor  scale  ascending,  has  its  first  semitone  between  the  second  and 
third  degrees,  and  its  second  semitone  between  the  seventh  and  eighth 
degrees,  by  means  of  accidentals.* 

The  natural  minor  scale  commences  with  la  on  A,  three  degrees  be- 
low that  of  the  natural  major  scale  on  C,  and  is  thus  written  in  the  ascend- 
ing order,  where  the  semitones  are  pointed  out  by  the  slurs.

*  A  scale  is  a  mere  melodic  analysis.    The  one  here  presented  is  appropriate  to 
church  music. 
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The  descending  minor  scale  differs  from  the  ascending,  by  not  requiring 
the  pitch  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  degrees  to  be  raised  by  accidentals ;  the 
hio-hest  of  the  two  semitones,  therefore,  is  here  between  the  fifth  and  sixth 
degrees  of  the  scale.

The  minor  scale  of  the  octave,  like  that  of  the  major,  must  be  rendered 
familiar  by  practice ;  the  sounds,  with  respect  to  tones  and  semitones,  being 
still  governed  by  the  music  syllables  as  formerly.  When  the  whole  scale 
has  thus  been  rendered  familiar,  portions  of  it  may  be  attempted.

In  all  the  transpositions  by  flats  and  sharps,  the  key  of  the  minor  scale  is 
with  the  syllable  la,  the  third  degree  below  that  of  the  major. 

If  the  last  note  in  the  base  is  /a,  the  scale  is  minor ;  and  if  it  is  c?o,  the 
scale  is  major. 

Pupils  should  notice  well  the  difference  between  the  two  scales,  and  prac- 
tice them  in  connection  with  syllables  and  numerals. 

It  is  impossible  to  execute  the  finest  strains  of  the  great  masters  without 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  this  scale.  Too  often,  when  it  is  attempted  by 
choirs,  it  is  sung  miserably  out  of  tune. 


SECTION  YII.— OF  MODULATION,  CHORDS,  &a 

Accidentals,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  section,  are  always  required  in  the 
ascending  minor  scale  ;  and  we  may  here  add,  that  they  are  occasionally 
used  as  mere  graces,  or  licenses  to  improve  the  melody. 

When  accidentals  are  employed  to  alter  the  order  of  tones  and  semitones 
according  to  some  form  of  transposition,  they  are  said  to  produce  Modulation. 

The  scale  readily  changes  from  ma'pr  to  minor^  where  the  accidentals 
of  the  minor  scale  are  inserted.

Where  flats,  sharps,  or  naturals  are  used  as  accidentals,  without  any 
special  reference  to  the  order  of  the  signatures,  it  will  usually  happen  in 
plain  music  that  the  scale  is  Minor. 

A  perfect  knowledge  of  modulation  is  not  gained  without  much  study 
and  observation :  but  if  the  syllables  are  allowed  to  have  their  accustomed 
power,  ihe  voice  may  be  directed  with  little  difficulty. 

The  changes  of  scale  above  described  are  generally  of  short  duration. 
Modulations,  therefore,  may  in  general  be  defined  as  temporary  changes 
of  scale. 


When  certain  specific  notes  of  the  major  or  minor  scale  are  struck  at 
the  same  moment,  they  form  a  chord  :  thus,  when  C,  E,  G,  C,  or  F,  A,  C, 
F,  or  G  ,B,  D,  G,  are  struck  together,  they  form  a  common  chord  in  the 
major  scale  of  C,  or  F,  or  G.

Chords,  as  they  are  variously  constructed,  with  respect  to  tones  and 
semitones,  are  said  to  be  consonant  or  dissonant,  major  or  minor,  perfect  or 
imperfect,  diminished  or  redundant,  &c. 

A  continued  succession  of  chords,  similar  and  dissimilar,  according  to 
certain  established  rules,  constitutes  harmony.  Chords  may  be  written 
close  on  a  single  staff,  as  above,  or  the  intervals  that  form  them  may  be 
written  on  separate  staves,  as  in  the  case  of  psalm  tunes,  choruses,  &c. 

Great  care  should  be  taken  to  preserve  the  right  balance  of  intervals, 
in  the  practice  of  harmony.  No  one  part  in  the  score  should  be  too  weak 
or  too  strong  for  the  others.  The  teacher  should  refrain  as  far  as  possible 
from  singing  in  octaves  with  the  treble,  when  the  other  parts  are  not  silent. 
Much  injury  is  often  done  by  neglect  of  this  rule. 


PAKT    IL 


OF    STYLE    IN   EXECUTION. 


Style,  in  devotional  music,  is  a  very  different  thing  from  style  in  the 
secular  department  of  the  art.  Professional  men  are  prone  to  forget  this 
distinction  ;  and  some  will  even  deny  its  existence.  Byt  it  needs  no  argu- 
ment to  show  that  music  intended  for  religious  edification  ought  to  have  a 
style  of  its  own.  The  same  leading  principles  which  govern  the  eloquence 
of  the  pulpit  are  here  in  point.    The  mere  novice  in  oratory,  has  difficulties 
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to  overcome,  habits  to  acquire,  ana  a  reputation  to  establish  ;  and  ultimately, 
he  may  have  excellences  that  shine  in  display.  All  this  in  schools  and  public 
exhibitions  is  a  matter  of  course  ;  but  surely  the  pulpit  is  no  place  for 
things  of  this  nature.  Here,  the  orator  must  be  lost  sight  of  in  the  great- 
ness of  his  subject.  He  has  an  appeal  to  make  to  rational  and  sentient 
beings,  which  is  too  momentous  to  admit  of  such  comparative  trifling. 

And  thus,  in  the  eloquence  of  music,  there  must  of  course  be  professional 
practice,  and  there  will  be  amusement  and  display.  This  should  be  allowed 
in  its  proper  place,  but  not  in  the  office  of  religious  song.  The  affections 
of  the  mind  are  here  to  be  very  differently  employed.  The  man  who  would 
be  exhibiting  himself,  while  pretending  to  worship  his  Maker,  is  committing 
a  capital  offence.  He  may  have  a  reputation  to  support,  and  talents  which 
are  worthy  of  commendation,  but  he  has  chosen  the  wrong  time  and  place 
for  display  ;  and  is  virtually  endeavoring  to  rob  the  Master  of  Assemblies 
of  that  homage  which  is  due  to  Him. 

Talent,  indeed,  has  its  importance ;  and  hence  the  necessity  of  assiduous 
cultivation.  But  the  lessons  in  song,  like  those  in  pulpit  oratory,  should  be 
so  mastered  in  preparatory  rehearsals  as  to  prevent  labor,  embarrassment, 
and  seeming  affectation  in  the  time  of  worship.  At  that  time  the  mind 
needs  to  break  loose  from  every  entanglement,  that  it  may  employ  itself  in 
holy  contemplations. 

But  this  is  not  all.  In  secular  music  the  words  are  comparatively  of 
little  moment,  and  will  often  be  sacrificed  to  sound.  But  in  religious  music 
the  words  are  momentous ;  and  the  office  of  the  singer  is  to  enforce  their 
meaning.  In  the  one  case  also  the  music  is  the  chief  object  of  attraction  ; 
in  the  other,  it  is  to  be  made  the  special  instrument  of  religious  edification. 
Objects  so  different,  demand,  of  course,  corresponding  differences  in  training. 
Laying  aside  then  the  more  specific  maxims  of  the  secular  department, 
let  us  inquire  how  the  meaning  and  spirit  of  the  words  we  utter  can  be  best 
set  forth  in  the  eloquence  of  song. 


SECTION  I.— OF  DYNAMICS. 

Under  this  head  it  is  usual  to  speak  of  the  cultivation   and  management 
of  ihe  voice  in  respect  of  tone.     The  word  tone  has  two  definitions  in  mu- 


sic ;  but  here  it  refers  to  qualities  of  voice,  such  as  loudness,  softness, 
harshness,  smoothness,  &c.  Persons  who  excel  in  music-reading  will  often 
be  deficient  in  tone.  The  voice  in  this  respect,  therefore,  should  be  taken 
in  hand  at  the  very  commencement  of  a  course  of  elementary  instruction. 

"  A  good  tone,"  as  we  have  elsewhere  said,*  "  is  acquired  gradually  by 
exercising  the  voice  upon  the  open  vowels,"  as  in  the  following  example  :

The  same  practice  may  be  had  upon  the  other  scales  laid  down  in  Part 
I.,  Section  III.  The  scales  should  next  be  practiced  in  the  forms  of  Cres- 
cendo, and  Diminuendo.  They  may  also  be  practiced  in  a  quick  movement 
in  connection  with  the  syllable  "  /la/t,"  so  as  to  produce  what  has  been 
termed  a  shock  of  the  glottis,  enabling  it  to  act  with  quickness  and  precision. 

"  The  open  vowels,  as  in  la,  do,  fa,  should  have  a  clear,  full  utterance, 
allowing  to  each  of  the  several  organs  its  due  share  of  vibration.  The 
manner  of  utterance  should  be  so  regulated  as  to  avoid  all  nasal,  labial, 
dental,  and  guttural  peculiarities,  and  to  remove  thinness,  thickness,  reedy 
harshness,  as  well  as  other  disagreeable  qualities  which  are  without  a  name. 
The  process  employs  the  exercise  of  speaking  as  well  as  that  of  singing, 
and  the  former  as  an  occasional  preparative  to  the  latter." 

"  The  slender  and  short  vowels  should  in  their  turn  be  taken  in  hand. 
These  admit  of  slight  degrees  of  modification ;  but  the  process  requires 
delicacy." 

While  uttering,  for  example,  the  four  letters,  O,  A,  I,  E,  it  will  readily  be 
perceived  that  the  first  is  formed  deep  in  the  throat,  while  the  others  in  the 
order  here  mentioned  are  formed  more  and  more  in  the  mouth. 

To  fix  these  also  in  the  throat,  let  them  be  practiced   in  connection  with

Combinations  of  a  similar  sort,  commencing  with  la,  may  next  be  tried. 
This  method  of  training,  particularly  in  large  classes,  has  been  found  very 
benejficial. 

"  Power,  energy,  sweetness,  softness  and  flexibility  are  qualities  that  Me 
within  the  province  of  cultivation.  The  voice,  in  this  species  of  training, 
improves  gradually  like  the  growth  of  vegetation.  The  work  therefore 
should  be  early  commenced,  and  not  too  soon  relinquished. 

"  The  voice  in  youth  undergoes  a  change,  and  is  then  for  a  season, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  males,  quite  hoarse  and  unmanageable.  During 
this  period  it  should  not  be  taxed  too  severely  ;  but  subsequently  it  should 
be  trained  with  strict  reference  to  the  indications  of  its  new  compass. 

"  The  difficulty  also  of  passing  from  the  head  voice  to  the  chest  voice,  and 
vice  versa,  is  not  entirely  obviated  without  much  practice  ;  but  the  process 
here,  as  in  every  thing  else  relating  to  tone  is  perfectly  simple  and  obvious. 
It  requires  time,  patience,  and  industry.  The  vowels  are  the  chief  instru- 
ments of  discipline,  and  their  constant  application,  under  the  guidance  of  a 
discriminating  ear,  will  eventually  lead  to  the  desired  result.  (See  Elemen- 
tary Exercises.) 

^  "  The  ri<rht  management  of  breath  is  also  essential  to  this  branch  of  cul- 
tivation. Nor  is  the  position  of  the  body  a  matter  of  indifference,  for  the 
muscles  of  the  human  frame  should  have  every  facility  for  unrestrained 
vibration. 

^  "  The  importance  of  a  good  voice  will  be  readily  admitted.  We  admire  it 
m  oratory.  We  feel  its  influence  in  the  popular  assembly  ;  we  feel  it  at  the 
bar,  and  at  the  sacred  desk.  In  secular  music  it  is  deemed  the  highest 
requisite ;  and  surely  in  that  department  of  the  art  which  proposes  to  add 
strength,  and  animation,  and  delicacy,  and  pathos  to  the  hallowed  themes  of 


song  in  our  solemn  assemblies,  it  should  not  be  regarded  as  a  matter  of  in- 
difference. At  least  in  the  case  of  teachers,  who  are  to  become  in  this  re- 
spect models  for  extensive  imitation,  it  ought  to  be  deemed  indispensable. 
The  idea  that  a  fine  voice  is  the  exclusive  work  of  nature  has  been  quite  too 
prevalent.  It  is  time  for  more  enlightened  views,  and  corresponding  ex- 
ertions." 


SECTION  II.— OF   INTONATION". 

The  term  Intonation  has  reference  to  musical  scales,  and  signifies  the 
art  of  singing  or  playing  in  tune.  Good  intonation  is  indispensable  to  style : 
for  jargon  is  always  intolerable.  To  be  able  to  sing  in  tune  is  always  an 
acquired  faculty.  Hence  the  practice  of  scales  and  of  harmonic  combina- 
tions, which  are  more  or  less  simple  in  their  structure,  forms  the  most  certain 
mode  of  improvement.  Every  voice  is  found  to  need  more  or  less  tuning ; 
and  some  of  the  more  obstinate  ones  demand  an  amount  of  practice  greater 
than  the  pupil  has  time  and  patience  to  bestow.  This  process  of  tuning,  too, 
needs  often  to  be  repeated,  especially  after  a  season  of  negligence  in  practice. 
Teachers,  as  well  as  pupils,  are  liable,  from  various  causes,  occasionally  to 
sing  out  of  tune.  The  best  time  to  commence  this  process  of  tuning  is 
early  childhood,  when  every  voice  is  regulated  with  comparative  ease,  by 
mere  efforts  at  imitation. 

In  obstinate  cases  of  tuning,  where  there  is  no  development  of  voice  or 
ear,  recourse  should  be  had  to  utterances  in  speech.  The  dullest  pupil  can 
raise  his  voice  while  asking  a  question,  and  lower  it  while  giving  the  answer. 
Let  him  practice  with  this  hint,  in  speaking  the  music-syllables,  thus :

By  the  power  of  mimicry  some  degree  of  accuracy  will  soon  be  gained. 
In  the  next  place,  let  speech,  by  the  prolongation  of  the  vowels,  be  gradually 
changed  into  song.     The  process  requires  private  training ;  but  with  this 
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advantage  the  dullest  ear  and  most  inflexible  voice,  even  in  the  case  of 
adults,  is  susceptible  of  great  improvement.  If  this  subject  were  better 
understood  by  the  community  at  large,  we  should  not  only  have  better  into- 
nation,  but  the  multitudes  who  are  now  tuneless  might  be  taught  to  sing. 


SECTION  III.— OF   TIME. 

The  importance  of  time,  as  a  property  in  music,  is  generally  admitted ; 
yet  there  is,  almost  every  where,  a  great  want  of  accuracy  in  keeping  it. 
This  is  chiefly  owing  to  deficient  cultivation. 

The  power  of  keeping  time  with  due  regularity  depends  simply  on  form- 
ing, in  a  patient  manner,  habits  of  ready,  accurate  computation. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  exercises  of  beating  and  counting,  and  calcu- 
lating the  various  dimensions  of  notes  and  measures,  and  forms  of  accent, 
(See  Part  I.,  Section  IV.,)  there  should  be  frequent  drillings  on  time,  inter- 
spersed with  the  subsequent  exercises  and  rehearsals  of  a  school. 

Accurate  time  adds  great  beauty  to  performances,  especially  where  move- 
ments are  vivacious  and  rhythmical.  It  is  also  indispensable  to  a  distinct 
utterance  of  words.  Through  a  want  of  it,  for  instance,  the  vowels  of  one 
singer  will  drown  the  consonants  of  another,  and  the  sibilants,  uttered  suc- 
cessively by  the  various  members  of  a  choir,  will  have  all  the  effect  of  a 
prolonged  hiss. 

Time,  in  plain  music,  is  easily  understood  by  those  who  will  consent  to 
study  it.  It  requires  no  special  genius  or  taste  to  apprehend  it,  or  reduce  it 
to  practice.  It  simply  demands  industry  in  establishing  accurate,  yet  famil- 
iar habits  of  computation.  Forms  of  instruction  may  vary,  but  there  must 
be  method  and  individual  exertion  of  the  strictest  kind,  or  the  pupils  will 
become  mere  imitators  of  their  leader,  always  liable  to  disappoint  his  expec- 
tations. 


SECTION   lY.— OF  AKTICULATION. 

Good  articulation  is  of  great  importance,  especially  in  devotional  music. 
In  songs  that  are  of  a  trifling  character  distinctness  is  not  so  important  ]  but 


in  devotional  music  we  are  not  allowed  to  worship  in  an  unknown  tongue. 
The  words  must  be  distinctly  spoken. 

The  voice,  as  we  observed  in  the  first  section,  is  formed  wholly  upon  the 
vowels.  Distinct  articulation  depends  more  on  the  consonants,  which  are 
to  be  spoken  at  certain  instants,  much  as  in  reading,  only  with  greater 
power  and  exactness.  In  the  word  forth,  for  instance,  the  o  is  to  be  sung, 
while  the/ and  the  ill  can  only  be  whispered.  This  discrimination  must  t>e 
well  understood. 

The  names  of  the  consonants  do  not  show  us  their  power.  H,  for  instance, 
is  heard  in  the  action  of  puffing,  f  in  that  of  blowing,  v  in  that  of  vibrating 
the  under  lip.  The  noises  thus  made  are  called  the  elements  of  the  letters. 
To  find  a  given  element,  let  some  vowel  first  be  spoken,  next  prefix  the  con- 
sonant, and  speak  the  combination. — What  is  thus  added  in  utterance  is  the 
precise  element  required :  the  difference  between  o  and  ho,  for  example,  will 
be  merely  the  whisper  huh.  Exercises  of  this  nature  should  first  be  at- 
tempted in  speech,  and  then  in  song,  as  follows :

Combinations  of  elements  may  be  ascertained  in  the  same  manner:  as,  O 
pro,  O  gro,  O  thro,  &;c.  Such  exercises,  well  conducted,  prove  exceedingly 
beneficial. 

The  semi- vowels,  y,  /,  m,  n,  &c.,  can  easily  be  prolonged,  but  this  should 
not  be  allowed.  Diphthongs,  too,  are  equally  liable  to  abuse  :  hear,  near, 
fear,  &;c.,  should  be  sung  as  if  written,  heer,  neer,  feer,  &c. 

The  letters  J,  d,  k,  t,  &c  ,  at  the  end  of  such  syllables  as  eh,  ed,  ek,  et,  &c., 
must  be  very  distinctly  pronounced,  or  they  will  not  be  heard  at  all  :  even 
at  the  beginning  of  words  they  require  special  care. 


*  At  the  rest,  let  the  element  be  whispered  oi*  muttered,  as  the  case  requires. 
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Such  consonants  as  7i,*/,  v,  called  aspirates,  can  be  spoken  only  in  a 
whisper.  They  must,  therefore,  have  an  additional  force,  proportioned  al- 
ways to  the  difficulty  of  being  heard. 

Such  consonants  as  s,  c,  z,  &c.,  called  sibilants,  are  liable  to  be  too  dis- 
tinct. ■  They  must  be  shortened  and  softened,  or  the  music  will  be  full  of 
whistling,  hissing,  buzzing,  &c.,  which  is  very  disagreeable. 

Singers  are  apt  to  use  one  consonant  for  another,  such  as  f  for  v,  s  for  z, 
&c.,  as  lofe  for  love,  hiss  for  his.  All  the  letters  should  be  spoken  in  their 
purity. 

Letters  are  also  liable  to  be  misplaced,  by  being  carried  forward  to  an 
adjoining  word,  as  in  this  example  from  the  92d  Psalm  :  Swee  lis  the  da 
yof  sacre  drest,  for  Sweet  is  the  day  of  sacred  rest.  Errors  of  this  kind  per- 
petually  occur,  and  need  careful  correction. 

There  must  often  be  a  momentary  pause  between  words,  but  not  be- 
tween the  syllables  of  which  a  word  is  composed.  A  word  must  not  be  di- 
vided  by  taking  breath.  ^ 

The  first  efforts  in  articulation  will  of  necessity  be  rude,  and  give  harsh- 
ness to  the  music.     But  time  and  perseverance  will  remedy  this  evil. 

Articulation  should,  in  the  first  place,  be  very  accurate,  distinct,  and 
strong,  as  if  addressed  to  deaf  persons.  Faults  should  be  carefully  pointed 
out  at  the  moment  of  their  occurrence,  and  remedies  proposed.  The  words 
should  often  be  spoken  by  the  teacher,  and  imitated  by  the  scholar,  before 
they  are  sung. 

The  strength  of  articulation  should,  finally,  be  proportioned  to  the  diffi- 
culty of  being  heard,  as  the  teacher  places  himself  at  different  distances 
from  his  pupils.  That  which  is  sufficiently  strong  for  a  private  room,  would 
be  too  feeble  for  a  public  assembly ;  and  that  which  is  right  for  a  public  as- 
sembly, would  be  too  strong  for  a  private  room.f 


*  H,  though  written  after  to,  in  such  words  as  ivho,  which,  and  what,  is  always  to  be 
spoken  before  it,  just  as  if  the  words  were  written  hioo,  hwitch,  hivat. 

\  The  organ,  as  an  accompanying  instrument,  is  a  great  impediment  to  distinct  articu- 
lation; and  calls  for  special  effort  in  the  members  of  the  choir.  Those  who  stand  imme- 
daately  lu  front  of  the  instrument  require  the  strongest  articulation. 


SECTION  Y.— OF   ACCENT  AND   EMPHASIS. 

Accent  has  been  called  the  essence  of  words,  and  emphasis  the  essence 
of  sentences. 

Every  word  in  English,  except  in  the  case  of  monosyllables,  is  supplied 
with  a  full  accent ;  and  long  words  have  an  additional  accent  of  a  feeble 
character.  The  words  pleasurable,  treasonable,  for  example,  have  a  full  ac- 
cent on  the  first  syllable,  and  a  partial  one  on  the  third. 

Emphasis  is  a  greater  stress  than  accent,  given  to  certain  words  in  sen- 
tences, upon  which  the  meaning  chiefly  depends.  The  omission  or  removal 
of  the  emphasis  will  often  entirely  change  or  destroy  the  meaning  of  a  sen- 
tence.* 

Musical  notation  provides  (see  Part  1,  Section  IV,,  at  the  close)  regular 
places  for  accent.  When  the  words  we  are  singing  agree  with  this  arrange- 
ment, as  they  generally  do,  we  need  no  farther  directions. 

Emphatical  words  generally  fall  on  some  accented  notes  in  the  music, 
which  may  be  forcibly  sung.  Where  this  is  not  the  case,  unaccented  notes 
should  have  additional  force. 

The  emphasis  in  music  is  often  marked  by  such  terms  as  crescendo,  dim- 
inuendo, the  swell,  &;c.  But  in  Psalmody,  where  the  same  tune  is  so  con- 
stantly applied  to  dissimilar  words,  the  emphasis  is  often  to  be  observed  where 
no  such  marks  occur,  or  omitted  where  they  do  occur. 

Where  the  accent  and  emphasis  of  the  words  we  are  singing  do  not  agree 
with  the  musical  accent,  great  delicacy  of  management  is  required.  The 
musical  accent,  in  such  cases,  may  be  increased  or  lessened  in  power,  but 
not  destroyed."]' 

Great  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  habit  of  laying  equal  stress  on 
the  musical  accents,  without  respect  to  the  meaning  of  the  words.  This  is 
a  very  common  fault,  and  one  that  does  great  injury,  both  to  the  music  and 
the  words. 

*  This  subject  should  be  thoroughly  illustrated  by  the  teacher,  from  time  to  time, 
without  fear  of  too  much  repetition. 

■j-  The  rules  here  given  are  not  followed  at  present  in  secular  music.  The  stress  is 
there  more  frequently  regulated  by  marks  of  expression,  and  by  the  special  phraseology 
of  the  strain  or  movement. 
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The  words  in  religious  music  must  be  spoken  in  an  easy,  yet  distinct  and 
forcible  manner.  This  requires  practice.  Separate  lines  may  at  first  be 
tried ;  and  afterwards  entire  stanzas.  The  tunes  for  this  purpose  should  at 
first  be  very  simple,  such  as  "  Ortonville,"  or  "  Missionary  Hymn." 

This  forcible  pronunciation  will  somewhat  injure  the  music  for  awhile, 
but  cultivation  will  in  due  time  remedy  the  evil,  and  music  will  derive  addi- 
tional  sweetness  from  the  language. 


SECTION  VI.— OF  EXPHESSIOK. 

The  preceding  properties  of  Style,  Tone,  Intonation,  Time,  Articulation, 
Accent,  and  Emphasis,  embrace  what  is  implied  in  correct  execution.  All 
this  should  be  rendered  familiar  by  practice ;  yet  it  will  not  alone  suffice. 

Expression  is  the  crowning  excellence  of  song ;  but  it  is  more  easily  im- 
agined than  described ;  and  oral  examples,  for  the  most  part,  are  more  in- 
structive than  definitions. 

To  sing  with  expression  is  to  sing  with  proper  feeling,  and  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  produce  the  same  feeling  in  others.  Song  is,  in  this  respect,  like 
painting,  poetry,  and  eloquence.  Where  there  is  no  skill,  except  that  which 
is  mechanical,  there  is  no  true  excellence  and  no  expression.  Where  feeling 
is  merely  feigned,  the  affectation,  if  detected,  is  always  disgusting.* 

In  the  singing  of  songs,  ballads,  &c.,  where  the  sole  object  is  amusement, 
the  principle  is  not  so  important ;  but  in  religious  music  it  lies  quite  at  the 
foundation  of  excellence.  Here,  without  feeling,  there  can  be  no  religion — 
no  true  worship — no  real  edification.  Feeling  must  also  be  of  the  right 
kind.f 

*  How,  then,  ought  we  to  feel,  when  persons  of  an  irreligious  character  rise  at  a  pub- 
lie  concert,  just  to  show  us  how  expressively  they  can  sing,  "  I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth,"  or,  "  He  was  despised  and  rejected  of  men."? 

f  Of  course,  the  action  of  rehearsal  is  very  different  from  that  of  praise ;  yet  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  former  should  be  made  a  suitable  preparation  for  the  latter.  All  playful- 
ness should  be  excluded  from  rehearsals  of  church  music. 


Feeling  expresses  itself  in  various  forms  of  emphasis.  Of  these  there  are 
four  which  are  manifestly  important. 

The  first  of  these  may  be  described  as  a  loud  tone,  slightly  tremulous, 
sustained  without  increase  or  diminution.  This  form  of  the  emphasis  is  ex- 
pressive of  alarm,  or  extreme  earnestness.  It  is  applied  to  hymns  on  the  last 
judgment  with  great  success. 

The  second  form,  commencing  loud,  like  the  first,  proceeds  by  a  rapid 
diminish.  This  is  appropriate  to  sentiments  of  joy  and  gladness,  as  in  many 
psalms  of  praise. 

The  third  form,  which  is  like  the  second  form  inverted,  is  expressive  of 
emotions  of  a  bold  and  lofty  character.  It  is  applied  to  passages  of  prophetic 
description  or  exultation,  as  in  the  hymns  commencing,  "  Our  Lord  is  risen 
from  the  dead,"  ''  Stand  up,  O  ye  heralds,  your  Master  proclaim." 

The  fourth  form  of  the  emphasis,  which  is  nothing  more  than  the  swell, 
applied  at  once  with  delicacy  and  with  power,  is  expressive  of  sentiments  of 
tenderness  and  sorrow,  kind  affection,  &;c.,  as  in  the  case  of  penitential,  or 
sacramental,  or  funeral  hymns. 

The  first  form  of  the  emphasis  may  be  conveniently  represented  by  two 
parallel  lines ;  the  second,  by  the  diminuendo  mark  ;  the  third,  by  the  cres- 
cendo;  and  the  fourth,  by  the  swell.     (See  Section  I.) 

These  forms  of  the  emphasis  are  not  to  be  used  mechanically ;  but  under 
the  influence  of  feeling  they  soon  become  habitual,  and  appear  perfectly 
natural — indeed,  they  are  so  to  the  singer  who  has  formed  his  habits  without 
any  improper  bias.  Still  the  pupil  must  carefully  study  these  forms,  or  be 
made  to  understand  them  in  a  practical  way,  through  the  assistance  of  the 
teacher. 

In  the  next  place,  we  may  refer  to  the  qualities  of  loudness  and  softness, 
as  essential  to  just  expression.  These  are  carefully  to  be  distinguished  from 
harshness  and  feebleness ;  they  have  more  resemblance  to  what  we  observe 
in  oratory,  or  animated  conversation. 

The  legato  and  staccato  methods  of  singing  are  very  important  to  just 
expression.  The  former  method  is  that  of  sustaining  the  sounds  to  their  en- 
tire  length,  and  in  the  closest  connection ;  the  latter  is  that  of  shortening 
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them,  and  observing  little  pauses  between  them.  (See  Marks  of  Distinction, 
Part  I.,  Section  IV.)  The  legato  method  is  applied  to  sentiments  of  tender- 
ness and  sorrow  ;  the  staccato  to  sentiments  of  a  bold  or  joyous  character, 
and  in  a  gentler  manner  to  words  that  are  not  impassioned. 

The  time  of  a  movement,  as  to  slowness  or  rapidity,  has  great  influence 
on  expression.  In  general,  those  sentiments  which  are  lender  and  plaintive 
require  the  slowest  movement.  Some  reference  must  also  be  had  to  trains 
of  thought.  The  act  of  meditation,  for  instance,  is  slow,  while  that  of  nar- 
ration is  comparatively  rapid.  The  ditference  in  this  respect  between  the 
hymn,  "  O,  for  a  closer  walk  with  God,"  and  that  of  "From  Greenland's 
icy  mountains,"  is  very  great,  requiring  movements  equally  different. 

The  punctuation  of  language  should  not  be  disregarded  in  song.  For 
this  the  psalm  and  hymn  tunes  make  but  little  provision,  because  the  pauses 
in  different  stanzas  do  not  correspond  with  each  other.  Notes  in  singing 
may  be  shortened  to  make  room  for  such  pauses  as  the  sense  requires,  but 
not,  in  general^  so  as  to  break  the  time  of  a  movement. 

Even  in  anthems  and  set  pieces  the  punctuation  of  the  language  is  but 
partially  provided  for  in  the  notation ;  and  the  technical  terms  serve,  at  best, 
but  as  general  guides  to  expression.  The  mind  of  the  singer,  therefore, 
must  be  absorbed  in  his  subject,  if  he  would  do  justice  to  the  text  he  is 
uttering. 

What  has  been  termed  the  Portamento,  or  carriage  of  t]ie  voice,  or 
Glide,  has  great  influence  in  tender  and  plaintive  movements,  when  man- 
aged with  ease  and  delicacy.  The  following  example  may  sufficiently  des- 
cribe it:

This  method  of  gliding  or  carrying  the  voice  should  be  avoided  in  staccato 
movements,  and  indeed  every  where,  unless  there  is  taste  and  cultivation. 
As  generally  practiced  in  congregational  singing  it  has  a  very  bad  influence. 

From  what  has  been  said  in  this  section  it  is  easy  to  see  why  there  is  so 
little  expression  among  the  generality  of  singers.  The  subject  does  not 
receive  sufficient  attention,  and  is  too  little  understood.  Even  many  who 
are  teachers  treat  it  almost  with  entire  neglect.

SECTIOK  VII.— GENERAL  REMARKS. 

We  ought  here  to  say  a  word  as  to  the  graces  of  music.  We  consider 
them  as  not  properly  belonging  to  the  first  principles  or  simplest  elements 
of  style.  Most  of  them  are,  more  or  less,  of  a  changeful  character,  much 
under  the  influence  of  popular  feeling,  which  is  seldom  stationary.  Trills 
and  Turns,  which  are  more  fixed  in  their  character,  belong  to  the  higher  de- 
partments of  style,  and  chiefly  to  secular  music. 

In  religious  music  there  should  always  be  great  simplicity  of  manner. 
This  remark  does  not  apply  to  the  oratorial  style ;  because  oratorios,  though 
often  set  to  religious  words,  and  called  sacred,  are  by  no  means  strictly  re- 
ligious in  their  general  character  and  tendency,  but  often  the  reverse. 

The  best  ornaments  of  style  in  sacred  music,  are  a  fine  voice,  and  exact 
time,  connected  with  a  distinct,  chaste,  free,  polished,  and  impassioned  enun- 
ciation.    Many  things  called  graces  would  be  here  entirely  out  of  place. 

Every  thing  like  unnatural  labor  or  painful  effort  is  to  be  avoided  in  mu- 
sical performances.  To  this  end  the  properties  of  style  should  be  rendered 
habitual.     This  rule  is  perpetually  disregarded. 

The  appearance  of  indolence,  or  dullness,  or  insensibility,  is  wholly  in- 
consistent with  that  earnestness  which  belongs  to  the  office  of  the  vocalist. 
In  sacred  music  earnestness  is,  of  course,  indispensable. 
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To  treat  sacred  subiects  with  lightness  is  always  wrong,  even  in  the  exer- 
cises  of  sc1kx)1s  and  classes.  This  is  too  often  allowed  ;  but  the  practice  is 
as  sinful  as  it  is  inappropriate.  Serious  sentiments  can  never  be  well  sung 
but  in  connection  with  serious  thoughts  and  feelings. 

Foolish  song  tunes  can  never  be  set  to  religious  words  without  offending 
every  person  of  taste.  The  foolishness  in  this  case  is  inseparable  from  the 
music,  especially  where  the  song  has  been  previously  known. 

Since  singers  must  enter  feelingly  into  the  subject  of  song,  it  follows  that 
the  man  who  would  excel  in  glees  must  cultivate  a  merry  temper ;  while 
the  man  who  would  excel  in  martial,  moral,  sentimental,  or  religious  songs, 
must  cultivate  a  martial,  moral,  sentimental,  or  religious  temper  or  habit  of 
mind. 

An  inference  here  arises  which  is  truly  momentous.  If,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  art,  and  the  design  of  the  office  of  sacred  song,  the  performers 
are  bound  to  act  under  the  influence  of  appropriate  religious  principles, 
motives,  and  feelings,  in  time  of  worship,  then  the  churches  that  make  little 
or  no  effort  towards  securing  this  end  in  the  public  praises  of  Zion,  are  ac- 


cessary to  the  crime  of  solemn  mockery.  There  is  no  avoiding  this  infer- 
ence, for  piety  will  never  grow  without  special  attention  and  unremitting 
effort.  It  is  so  in  preaching,  in  prayer,  in  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures, 
and  it  is  equally  so  in  the  office  of  praise. 

But  finally :  the  teacher  of  church  music  should  endeavor  to  pursue  a 
well-balanced,  economical  system  of  instruction  as  to  the  manner  and  spirit 
of  praise.  In  the  little  time  usually  allotted  him  for  this  purpose,  he  should 
not  confine  himself  to  a  few  favorite  topics,  but  endeavor  in  all  respects  to 
lay  a  solid  foundation  for  future  improvement.  Though  in  some  things  he 
might  feel  compelled  to  be  superficial,  he  ought  to  spend  the  more  time  with 
others  which  are  more  important.  He  should  never  forget  the  higher  claims 
of  sentiment  for  a  single  lesson.  Objects  may  pass  singly  in  succession 
under  his  drill,  and  in  considerable  numbers  during  a  single  evening ;  but 
if  his  pupils  are  to  acquire  taste  and  susceptibility,  and  devotional  feeling, 
elementary  drilling  must  occasionally  be  suspended  in  favor  of  correspond- 
ing considerations.  Above  all,  criticism  and  devotion  should  never  be  in- 
timately combined.  When  the  mind  is  rising  upward  in  an  act  of  praise, 
it  should  be  left,  as  far  as  possible,  to  its  own  meditations.
